FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

This invention is in the field of antiviral agents and 
specifically relates to compounds, compositions and methods for 
treating herpes-related disorders. 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

There is a great need for new therapies for the treatment of 
viral diseases. Whereas there has been great progress in developing 
a variety of therapies for the treatment of bacterial infections, 
there are few viable therapies for the treatment of viruses. 
Zidovudine is the primary approved treatment for human 
immunodeficiency virus. Ganciclovir, acyclovir and foscarnet are 
currently utilized for the treatment of herpesvirus infections. 
However, these therapies can have substantial side effects based on 
their deleterious effects on host cell DNA replication or their 
effect on a limited number of viral infections. In addition, viruses 
are known to develop resistance to therapies, which causes a 
progressive decline in efficacy. 

Viruses are classified into broad categories based on whether 
they incorporate RNA or DNA. Important virus families classified of 
the DNA type include adenoviridae, poxviridae, papovaviridae and 
herpesviridae . 

Herpesviridae is a family of DNA viruses, which include herpes 
simplex virus type-1 (HSV-1), herpes simplex virus type-2 (HSV-2), 
cytomegalovirus (CMV) , varicella-zoster virus (VZV) , Epstein-Barr 
virus, human herpesvirus-6 (HHV6) , human herpesvirus-7 (HHV7), human 
herpesvirus-8 (HHV8), pseudorabies and rhinotracheitis , among others. 

It is known that herpesviruses express their genetic content by 
directing the synthesis of a number of proteins encoded by the 
herpesvirus DNA in the host cell. One of the important virus-encoded 
proteins is made as a
